NUMBER OF FACTORS 

Meanwhile, a number of factors 
still keep the door from slamming 
shut.

He can always say 
he acted hastily on faulty informa- 
tion and retract his order on that 
basis. 

For another, Mao Tze-Tung, the 
political leader of Red China, may 
be the real key to the situation.

cluding Marshal Stalin. He must 
also have noted the atmosphere of 
cordiality which has emanated 
from these talks.

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Unconditional Surrender Now 


The long hours of waiting have length- 
ened into days now. 


And still there is no word from Japan. 


Barring a delay in transmission much 
greater than most authorities deem prob- 
able, it seems apparent that our counter- 
proposal to the Japanesé conditional sur- 
render offer is to be rejected. 


There is the possibility, of course, that 
the whole thing was a trick, a desperate 
effort to stall for time, to give the,Jap 
high command an opportunity to revise 
its strategy in light of the devastating 
atomic bomb and Russian entry into the 
conflict. 


And then again, there is the possibility 
that the peace move originated with but 
one-element of the Japanese government, 
that members of the miiitary clique re- 
fused to go through with surrender plans. 
After all, the Potsdam ultimatum makes 
very plain that those who led Japan into 


its career of conquest shall be “eliminated- 


for all time” and that “stern justice” shall 
be meted out to war criminals. 


From whatever source stems the Japa- 
nese reluctance to complete the surrender 
which they themselves initiated, the fact 
remains it is hardly disappointing to the 
average American fighting man. 


For, despite the nation-wide surge of 
relief which attended the tidings the Japs 


were on the verge of collapse, Adm. Hal- 
sey voiced the sentiments of most of those 
in service when he expressed disappoint- 
ment that Hirohito was not to be treated 
as the war criminal which he undeni- 
ably is. 


All of us hate the thought of prolong- 
ing the war, of sacrificing additional lives 
for total victory. é 


Yet, having set out to bring the treach- 
erous enemy to unconditional surrender, 
it will undoubtedly make for a more per- 
manent peace if we beat him into complete 
submission and signify the victory by sub- 
jecting Hirohito to the punishment which 
he deserves. 


All indications are that the Japanese 
empire is tottering. | 


Surely, if our overly generous terms go 
unaccepted now, it will be but a matter of 
a few more weeks—and a few more atomic 
bomb raids on their industrial cities—be- 
fore even the most rabid of the Japanese 
war lords are ready for peace on any 
terms. 


If the war is to continue, then let us 
strike with renewed fury, again and again 
and again. Let us more than make up for 
the three-day respite we have accorded 
him by doubling and redoubling our at- 
tacks on the enemy homeland. 


The end, whatever his decision, cannot 
be far. off. 


Georgia's Growing Teacher Shortage 


The rapid termination of the war has 
thus far shown little indication of aiding 
one of the state’s worst labor problems— 
the shortage of qualified teachers. 


Indeed, a survey currently underway 
by the State Department of Education 
seems to show that the war’s approaching 
conclusion has thus far aggravated, rather 
than ameliorated, the condition. 


That’s because, of the thousands of 
Georgians who have been discharged from 
the armed services since V-E Day, only a 
very, very few have gone into the educa- 
tional profession. fFor-the most part those 
who left the teaching ranks to enter the 
forces have eithe® sought other fields of 
endeavor or are taking advantage of the 
GI Bill of Rights to improve their own 
education. 


On the other hand, reports,State School 


Superintendent M. D. Collins, servicemen’s. 


wives who have been filling in on Georgia 
faculties while their husbands were in uni- 
form aré now resigning in ever-increasing 
numbers. 

The result of all this is that there are 
now some 3.000 vacancies in school sys- 
tems throughout the state. And indica- 
tions are there will be even more by the 
time the fall semester begins two or three 
weeks hence. 

Results of the current survey, still in- 
complete, show hardly a school in the state 


with a full faculty. The most fortunate 
superintendents have four or five vacan- 
cies and, in some instances, there are as 
many as forty-odd places still unfilled. 


One particularly disheartening aspect 
of this condition is the fact that more and 
more schools are being forced to turn, in 
desperation, to unqualified teachers. It is 
genuinely depressing to realize that Geor- 
gia’s efforts, over a long period of years, to 
raise teaching standards are being undone; 
that there are 3,343 unqualified teachers 
in Georgia schools today as against 1.714 
two years ago. 


_— 


The final and official victory over Ja- 
pan will undoubtedly bring the return of 
some teachers to state schools. But there 
is doubt that this will bring any material 
relief during the forthcoming year. 


Certainly, too, the twelve months’ sal- 
ary plan and the teacher retirement pro- 
gram which the current administration 
have effectuated should eventually result 
in rendering teaching in this state more 
attractive. 


But, for the present at any rate, the 
outlook is distinctly discouraging. 


Any qualified person will be doing a 
splendid public service by accepting ap- 
pointment to the faculty of any Georgia 
school during the few remaining days be- 
fore the fall term opens.

Prior to the beginning of the 
canning sugar season in Febru- 
ary of this year, it appeared that 
the supply situation would war- 
rant granting a maximum of 20 
pounds per person; however, this 
did not mean, of course, that ev- 
eryone was entitled to 20 pounds 
each, as there are a great many 
people who can in smaller quan- 
tities or who do no canning at 
all. This maximum was later re- 
duced to 15 pounds per person and. 
following this it was necessary to. 
apply quotas due to inability to 
remedy the short sugar inven-’ 
tory this season. It is regretted 
that many applicants’ who applied 
early before the reduction of the 
maximum and the application of 
quotas, received a proportionate- 
ly larger amount of canning sugar 
than those whose applications 
were not made until a later date. 


Many hundreds of the highest 
type citizens volunteered their 
services in ration boards in 
processing canning sugar appli- 
cations and it is unfortunate that 
the charge of discrimination 
should be lodged against them, 
when, in view of the above cir- 
cumstances, there was no alterna. 
tive except to curtail allotments 
based on the supply to be rationed | 
during given periods.

From now on they will have their critical knives out for the 
general, Imagine him—saying the Russians’ paramount desire is 
friendship with the United States.

Another Blow sians want to be friends, but he has exploded 
another one of the favorite complaints “they” have about the war. 


Their jowls quivering with rage “they” demanded to know, some 
months ago, why it was that Russia demanded our troops halt at 
the Elbe, just short of Berlin. 


“They” demanded to know why we had to truckle to Russia. 
It was an outrage, that’s what it was. This has been one of their 
choicest morsels. 


And now that fellow Eisenhower has blasted that with the atom 
bomb of truth. He declared flatly that he halted his troops there 
and that at no time was there a request from Stalin or the Red 
army that he do so. He halted them there because he wanted to 
break up Hitler’s redoubt in the south as quickly as possible. This 
decision had been made weeks before, anc there was never any 
plan to halt at any military political zone. 


And, of course, “they” have been telling us for months the 
Russian army didn't co-operate with our army; that they made it 
“difficult;” that they wanted to run the whole show; that they 
wouldn't consult with us or let us know anything. 


But here comes this fellow Eisenhower to.say he will be glad 
to put before congress the full record of the wholehearted manner 
in which the Soviet high command co-operated with him all through 
the European war. 


I can hear them saying now, “Well, he must not be very smart 
to think that. Everyone knows the Russians didn’t co-operate.” 


This little interview given at a press conference in 
Important Moscow by Gen. Eisenhower will receive little at- 
tention because it came at a time when the world was sweating out 
the Japanese surrender. 


That is unfortunate, because it is a really important story and 
one which should have wide reader interest. It is important that 
we, as a people, know Gen. Eisenhower’s opinion on the Soviet 
Union and its policy. 

We have heard so much from the clique in this country which 
will not agree that anything in Russia is good; which distorts that 
country’s actions; which libels it freely, as was illustrated by the 
denunciations at the time our troops halted at the Elbe: which 
never corrects, or apologizes when the contrary facts are revealed— 
we have had so much of their propaganda the people ought to be 
thoroughly informed of the Eisenhower interview, 


They will find some way to attack Gen. Eisenhower’s statement, 
preferring their own prejudices to his first-hand knowledge gained 
from personal experience. 


There are persons who persist in talking war with Russia, when 
commonsense must tell them there is no reason for us to have war; 
no clash of interests, no enmity between the peoples. 


In view of all the charges, largely in the Hearst and McCormick 
press, that the Soviet high command did not co-operate, it is highly 
important we know from the supreme Allied commander they did 
co-operate fully and without restraint.: It will be interesting to see 
if they retract their charges. 


“T am. convinced that Soviet Russia’s paramount desire is to be 
friends with the United States and her people.” 


That is-the Eisenhower conclusion. 
No really thoughtful person can dispute it.

i The OPA Denies 
Rationing ‘Gossip’ 


One day last week this column reported three 

or four instances, culled from casual conversa- 

. tions, in which the conversationalists told of 

difficulties encountered in securing gasoline or replacement food 
ration books, in cases of genuine emergency or hardship. 


They were, as stated in the column at the time, just conversa- 
tions, from here and there. I couldn’t even recall, in most cases, 
the name of the individual who had done the talking, if I ever 
knew it. 

The OPA didn’t like that column. A couple of pleasant gentle- 
men called on me and said they would like a chance to investigate. 
Said they didn’t know of any case in their records where an appli- 
cant for replacement or supplemental ration coupons hadn’t got 
them. If the case was worthy. 

All I could tell them was the name, as my memory recalled, of 
one of the men from whom I had gotten my information. I thought 
this particular guy was the one I had talked with. But it was some 
months ago. 

Well, it turned out my memory was at fault. It must have been 
some other guy. For the one I had recalled said he didn’t fit the 
description at all and had never been denied a reasonable ration 
request. So, my memory tricked me and I got the name wrong 
in that instance. 

Well, personally, the ration board has treated me satisfactorily.

Atomic Bomb Brought 
Jap Surrender Offer 


WASHINGTON.—There can be little doubt 
about the atomic bomb being the overpowering 
force that threw the Japanese government into 


a tailspin. 

We only had to drop two of them before the Tokyo cabinet 
voted uanimously to accept the Potsdam ultimatum, subject only 
to the condition that they be allowed to keep the Emperor.. 


Russia’s declaration of war came as an anticlimax. It perhaps 
had the effect of forcing the Japs to a further realization of their 
hopeless position. 

But it was the introduction of the awe-inspiring new instrument 
of destruction that did the trick. It did not take the Japs long to 
swing into action after that. Without the bomb they probably would 
have fought on indefinitely, hoping to gain something out of the 
wreckage short of unconditional surrender. 

This is a cold, stark reality that any discerning person can un- 
derstand. As soon as the existence of the new bomb was made 
known by President Truman, every intelligent observer, almost 
without exception, predicted that the Pacific war would come to 
a hasty conclusion. | 

The Japs, with all of their strange mental behavior, just could 
riot be expected to stand up under the impact of. euch a powerful 
weapon of death. The alternative was national suicide. 

The fact that they reacted to it as hastily as they did shows they 
are not as dumb as they sometimes appear. Self-preservation is 
still the chief basic instinct in the human race. 

And yet what a peculiar people they must be to try to hide 
the soul-stirring emotions which undoubtedly seized them when 


they were struck by this new mysterious force. 

Tokyo broadcasts have sought to play down the 
P ropaganda destructive force of the atom bomb. We are told 
by their propagandists that it does not have the enormous power 
claimed for it by our scientists. The damage done by the bomb at 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki was “much lighter than was inflicted by 
B-29s in their raid on Tokyo March 10,” enemy broadcasts would 
have us believe. 

In putting out such obviously false propaganda, the Japs evi- 
dently forgot some of the things they excitedly shouted to the 
world when the first effects of the Hiroshima blast were revealed. 

Then they were proclaiming hysterically that “practically al! 
living things, both human and animal. were literally seared to 
death” in Hiroshima. 

Another Jap broadcast on the bomb serves to show the weird 
quality of their mental make-up. One Nippon commentator sought 
to tell the world that Japanese scientists had been in possession of 
the atomic bomb secret for 100 years. They had not used it up 
until now because of its dreadfully “inhuman” destructiveness. 

The Jap version of the bomb, we were solemnly informed, is 
being reserved for the time when the Allies seek to invade the 
home islands. Then it is to be loosened against our forces. 

Something of a juvenile mentality is apparent in a race of men 
who will put out a line of that kind and expect enlightened people 


to believe it. 
The Japs saw nothing inhuman in the slaughter of 
Inhuman thousands upon thousands of Chinese victims through 
the bombing of defenseless cities. There was nothing inhuman to 
them in the manner they starved our war prisoners to death and the 
way they executed our pilots. 

Such slaughter becomes inhuman only when we create a more 
destructive weapon than they have been able to use. They have 
had the same thing all along but just didn’t have the heart to use 
it, save only as a means of defending the homeland. 

Somehow they failed to explain why it wasn’t considered neces- 
sary to employ the atomic weapon 1n the defense of Iwo Jima and 
Okinawa, two vital links in the Japanese home islands. 

Instead of resorting to such childish menta! illusions, how more 
intelligent would be their action if they acknowledged the hopeless- 
ness of their position, as brought on by the atomic bomb, and 
bowed to the inevitable. 

The way they are trying to cover up is just another manifes- 
tation of the strange characteristics of the Oriental mind. 

What is bringing the Pacific war to a sudden conclusion is the 
realization on the part of the Japs that 70 atomic bombs have a 
destructive power equal to the destruction caused by a total! of 
1,400,000 tons of. the ordinary type which the United States and 
Britain dropped on Germany. 

If needs be, we could drop the remaining 68 bombs on Japan 
in a single raid.

LONDON .—Always,

20, I had thought that the British trains were 


rather cute. In

so easy. The shrill pip-squeak whistle sounded in the distance, the 
low cars glided up to the platform; you took your choice of a car- 
riage that said “SMOKING” or “NO SMOKING”; you could ride 
first or third class and you were sure of a compartment which would 
accommodate no more than six persons but would probably contain 


even fewer. 

You opened the compartment! 
door, adjusted the window as you 
liked and sat back to enjoy the 
soporific scenery. You glided 
aiong to your destination without 
any interference from anyone: no 


conductor asked to see your 
ticket; no Pullman conductor had | 
Said that you were in thé wrong. 
car; on your arrival someone—a 
Vague person in a blue uniform— | 
absent-mindedly ‘ received your. 
ticket as a special favor to you, 
on your departure from the train. 


I can hear them now, those lit- 
tle trains that rolled through the 
Sussex countryside; and I always 
thought of them as toy trains. A 
little American boy would have 
loved one of them on his Christ- 
mas tree. 


But now war rears its nasty 
head. Many of those little toys 
received direct bomb hits while 
Those that 
were untouched had an incredible 
amount of work to do—hauling 
supplies, ammunition, troops, all 
dav, all night: and then the Amer- 
icans came. There weren't 
enough trains to carry. the moun. | 
tains of supplies, the millions of | 
tons of ammunition, and the sol. | 
diers, soldiers, soldiers.

The engineer of our “express” 
was killed, 56 injured persons 
were taken by ambulance to Car- 
lisle and Glasgow, the fireman, 
who was badly burned by escap- 
ing steam, lay in our carriage for 
a while, shaking in the blankets 
which my husband found for him. 


Hours later we were taken by 
bus to Carlisle, where a special 
train picked us up and brought us 
on to London, getting in at 3:30 
a. m. 


It was not a pretty sight that 
we saw as we left our compart- 
ment that rainy afternoon. Sticks 
of wood and debris from the sta- 
tion were strewn for half a mile 
along the tracks; you’d have felt 
sure that a cyclone had just 
passed; the engine lay on its side: 
in one car a piece of track had 
run straight through it to the 
ceiling. What happened to the 
other train, the one we hit, was 
a duplication of our damage. The 
first carriages were the worst 
damaged, of course. 

Ours was the fourth, but we 
were lucky. I was reading in a 
copy of “Lilliput” (an English 
magazine resembling ‘“‘Coronet’’) 
an article by Alexander Woolcott 


on Robert Quillen, “The Sage of 


Fountain Inn”; and the little girls 
across in opposite seats were 
drinking “orange squash”’—as my 
clothes and belongings now testi- 
fy. My husband was busy with 
a copy of the American Mercury 
which he had bought for me (so 
he said; he adores American pub- 
lications), and then it came: the 
most terrific jolt I have ever ex- 
perienced. I had no idea what 
had happened. Somewhere in the 
car a woman was screaming 
shrilly, horribly. “Why did I ever 
come on this train!” she wailed. 
“Oh why did I take this train?” 


I thought perhaps the train had 


jumped the track, for the jolting 


seemed to go on and on; someone 
was jamming on the brakes but 
there was no stopping. It came 
to an end at last. We stood up— 
after a fashion of speaking— 
found that we were all in one 
piece, and then saw that the seat 
on which we had been sitting was 
ripped from the wall, lying at an 
angle on the floor. 

It was some time before the 
ambulances came from Carlisle 
and Glasgow, for we were at a 
small village called Eccelfechan 
(Thomas Carlyle was born there); 
and it seemed no time at all be- 
fore the women of the village 
were going through the cars with 
pots of hot tea (their own tea— 
which is strictly rationed, you 
know ). 

Only this morning—four days 
later—we got the last of our lug- 
gage back (somewhat pilfered), 
but we were very lucky. My hus-

NEW YORK.—When the story 
of the Roosevelt administration is 
fully developed, even this incura- 
bly juvenile republic, with its per- 
verse pride in its picturesque ras- 
cals in public office, for once may 
wince and_ seriously consider 
whether such corruption is merely 
a minor by-product of free govern- 
ment or a symptom of grievous 
Civic disease. 


Notwithstanding the indifference 
of congress and the guilty uncon- 
cern of a Department of Justice 
tarred by the same stick, the dis- 
closures of shakedowns, commis- 
sions and graft in a hundred guises 
will continue under private enter- 
prise until a record has been as: 
sembled which will make the lar- 
cenies of the Harding administra- 
tion and the so-called Ohio gang 
seem frivolous by comparison. 


After all, Harding, at his worst, 
has been depicted as a stupid man 
with an unfortunate preference 
for the social company of a coterie 
of rogues who abused his confi- 
dence and imposed on his friend- 
ship. His worst enemies never ac- 
cused him of active connivance in 
the exploitation of the presidency 
by crooks and adventurers and U. 
S. Grant gave up his farm, his 
home, a house that belonged to his 
wife, even his swords and trophies, 
in his attempt to pay off debts in- 
curred in association with a swin- 
dler who deceived him no less than 
the other victims. 


“Honor, uprightness, fairness— 
these were Grant’s cardinal vir- 
tues,” wrote W. E. Woodard 
the biography “Meet 
Grant.” “He would rather hear of 
his children prostrated ‘on a bed 


never to arise alive’ than to know 


honorable, 
ure.” 


As to Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
however, the very fanatics who 
deify him should be the last to as- 
sert in defense of his memory that, 
like Harding and Grant, he was a 
gullible and confiding man who 
didn’t suspect that others close 
about him were grabbing money 
with the frenzied avarice of looters 
in a riot. He was shrewd, hé was 
wise and he knew the ways of 
@rafters for he had- denounced 
them in pietistical orations and, in 
particular, had voiced his scorn for 
“a public official who allows a 
member of his family to obtain 
fees or benefits through his politi- 
cal influence.” 


Harding and Grant were not cru- 
saders and neither man made a 
practice of charging motives of 
greed and larceny to all who, in 
the exercise of their intelligence 
and their constitutional right, 
found it necessary to disagree with 
him, President Roosevelt, however, 
from the beginning of his adminis- 
tration, assumed to himself a high 
degree of honesty and civic maral- 
ity, according definitions which he, 
himself, laid down—an assumption 
that revealed itself in melodious 
tirades against others. 


The graft that went on through- 
out his time in the White House 
would have been a disgrace to any 
administration but, in judging this 
particular case, the people must 
consider the contrast between pro- 
fession and performance, and the 
verdict, if. the facts are not dis- 
puted, as none have been to date. 
must be accordingly more severe. 

Here was an administration 
which declared “war on want” and

record of business or executive
